We have learned through 
the year that, over a lot of the drier 
areas where wheat is the main crop and 
abyvays will be, commercial fertilizer 
does not restore the tilth and fertility to 
the land which is needed to keep the 
land from wearing out. 

The fact is that we have not yet found 
a way to use crop rotations to ang pie 
pose in the drier wheat land areas. In 
the first place these areas do a A ne 
themselves to livestock owing to short- 
age of water and the difficulty in grow- 
ing a dependable supply of forage. In

DON’T SEED TOO DEEP 


The federal department of agri- 
culture has evidence to show that 
most farmers in the prairie prov- 


inces of Western Canada seed their 
grain at excessive depths. Deep 
seeding decreases yields. The tav- 
orable depth for seeding 
oats, barley and rye is from two to 
three inches. Flax should be sown 
at a shallower depth, 

The use of the one-way dise with 
seeder attachment usually ic- 
sponsible for seeding too deeply. 
Frequent checking of the depth of 
seeding is essential. Adjustments 
should be made during the first 
few rounds to insure uniform and 
shallow penetration across the 
width of the machine.

In recent months the Alberta Pool has also redeemed reserves to 
the value of $80,781.39 from members who had passed their 65th 
birthday on December 31, 1947, and who had ceased to have any 
interest in grain producing land, 


The total payment in redeeming all categories of reserves during 
the current year was $683,583.23 The reserves thus redeemed were 
contributed by the membership between the years 1923 and 1928. 


Reserves are purchased on one hundred cents on the dollar. 


They will be re-issued in the form of patronage dividends to pat- 
rons of Alberta Pool Elevators. 


Coarse Grains Adjustment Payment 


The Alberta Wheat Pool mailed cheques totalling approximately 
$530,000 to farmers who delivered oats and barley between August 
1 and October 21, 1947. The paymnt was 14 7 8c a bushel on barley 
and 10 5 8e on oats. 


From August 1 to October 21 of last year the federal government 
maintained ceiling prices of 65¢ a bushel for oats and 98e a bushel 
for barley, basis Fort William. Farmers who detivered those grains 
in that period had to accept those prices. On October 21st the ceil- 
ings were removed and prices advanced sharply, creating an un- 
fair situation to those who delivered oats and barley earlier. 


This matter was discussed at the annual meeting of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool held last November, and a decision was reached to re- 
fund excess earnings on the volume of oats and barley delivered 
prior to October 21st to the farmers who had made such deliveries.
